In response to the Election of Species Requirement entered by the Examiner on April 1 8, 
2002, Applicants wish to respond by electing for further examination the species of Figures 1-5, 
of which Figure 2 is most illustrative. It is believed that this species corresponds to that 
designated as "A" in the Examiner's table, although the Examiner did not specifically mention 
Figures 1-4, which depict the same embodiment as Figure 5.
